The Federal Election Commission has considcred the allegations contained in your
complaint dated March 31, 2015, but was equally divided on whether to find reason to believe
that: Richard John “Rick” Santorum violated 52 U.S.C. §§ 30102(e)(1), 30116(f), 30118(a), and
30125(e) and 11 C.F.R. §§ 100.72(a), 100.131(a) and 101.1(a); Santorum for President 2016 and
Greg Rothman in his official capacity as treasurer violated 52 U.S.C. §§ 30103(a), 30104,
30116(f), and 30118(a); Patriot Voices PAC and Nadine Maenza in her official capacity as
treasurer violated 52 U.S.C. § 30116(a); and Patriot Voices Inc. violated 52 U.S.C. § 30118(a).
Accordingly, on February 5, 2019, the Commission closed the file in this matter. A Statement of
Reasons providing a basis for the Commission’s decision will follow.
